STIR UP RELIGIOUS DISSENSION 

“In closing, | want to mention a 
speg@ial case which may help us. The 
laws of the Republics of this continent 
permit freedom of study. Under this 
form it is advisable that our authorities 
permit other religions to enter our 
countries, such as the Mormons, the An- 
licans, Protestants, Buddhists, Jews and 
Mahometans. Let these sects openly 
have their temples. They wil help us 
to sow the seed of confusion in the 
minds of Indians and of the workers. 
They will help us to make them lose 
their respect for religions and thus 
gradually we will infuse our theories 
of positivism and individual and collect- 
ive economy so that all the new gen- 
erations will look upon all these reli- 
gions as garbage that must be disposed 
of, as soon as poseible, if better life is 
to be attained. 

“4t is therefore necessary for all you 
comrades to have these instructions 
ever present in your minds, so that 
when you return to your zones, you 
may instruct the cells how to fight the 
power of the Catholic Church and how 
to get ready for the Crusade which will 
lead us to victory . . . Mexico’s road 
to salvation is only one. We must pre- 
pare to make Mexico and Latin Amer- 
ica ready to play a dominant role in the 
future Communist conquest of the 
world. To make Mexico the centrifugal 
power of this entire continent, to make 
Mexico the free country of the prole- 
tariat, to make it the American Soviet. 
We must see that it would be from here 
that the first cry of freedom would be 
launched and that, on hearing that 
batthe cry, that proud voice of our 
people, all other nations of America 
join us immediately, raising on high 
the red and black banner of social vin- 
dication. 

“Our work is to help, to help ever 
mone all those who, in America, fight 
for our cause — to gear all their 
forces for the battle to organize a great 
movement of political unity which is 
solidarity with the struggle of the 
people and with the Communist patri- 
ots faithful to the policy of the world 
proletariat, and to the U.S.S.R., bring 
us nearer to that day of happiness and 
glory of which the dawn is appearing, 
to that radiant day of the liberation of 
the entire world, which will come with 
the defeat ef capitalism.

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COMMUNIST SCHOOL TEACHERS A MENACE 





We did not fight the war to make 
this country safe for Communism. And 
Communist doctrine will not be taught 
in our schools once we all face the facts. 


Part of the teaching is deliberate, | 
am_sure of that. Our schools are a tar- 
get for Communist infiltration. But 
the larger part of the teaching, I am 
convinced, is the result of innocent con- 
ftsion in the minds of instructors. 

So, let’s divide the problem into two 
parts. Let’s get rid of the first part. 


Teachers Who are Actually 
Commusiasts 
Now Communist teachers have no 


more legitimate place in our schools 
than typhus bacteria have in milk. 


Through immediate, decent screening 


by séhool boards they should be dis- 
cevered and prohibited from perform- 
ing ther subversive work in American 


institutions. In short, they should be 
fired and now. 
“Qpen-Minded” Teachers 


But the second part of the problem 
is more difficult. That is the spreading 
of Communist doctrine by so-called 
open-minded teachers on whom Com- 
munists must depend for the really wide 
circulation of their ideas. 


Let me give you just my views of 
this, my friends, based on many, many 
talks I’ve had with teachers who I know 
are teaching Communist doctrines 
largely without realizing they are doing 
so and who certainly are good, loyal 
Americans. 


I have found, and I don’t blame 
them, that they are saddened and an- 
gered when charged with playing the 
Communist game. They say that it 
isn’t their intention at all, and I be- 
lieve them. But often, isn’t this what 
happens?

ings because of a mistaken idea, an 
idea-tkat is intellectually unsound if in- 
spected, but that can impress anyone 
as being right, proper and even liberal, 
unless looked into.

We Can Easily Fool Ourselves 
Yet so deep-seated in many minds, 


especially minds trained to be studious, 


is the acceptance of a sort of two-sided 


attitude that we can easily fool our- 
selves into regarding it as an actual 


compliment to our intelligence and 


fairness. 


Certainly many teachers do that. 
And how natural. Put ourselves in their 
places. You or | could get up before a 
Class or mount a rostrum and feel with- 
in ourselves a certain glow of personal 
satisfaction, self-pride perhaps, by say- 
ing we are going to present what we 
call ‘‘both sides’’ of something so that 
others can decide what is best for them- 
selves.

The Devil’s Advocate 

Suppose a clergyman in his pulpit 
said to the congregation: “Ladies and 
gentlemen, there are two sides to ev- 
erything.

Many people 
prefer the devil’s side, or at least, prac- 
tice it. 

“Degradation is a big thing in the 
world, very popular.

to everything universally applied. 

Students should bé taught that Com- 
munists do not believe in God. Com- 
munists do not believe in the individual- 
ity of man. Communists believe only 
in power, the power of the organization 
over the mass. For that is the truth, 
and students should be taught the truth.
